The attorney general took charge

While the dismissal of the remain­ 
ing indictments came as an anti-cli­ 
max to the acquittal, the defendants 
were clearly elated.

DLOOD FAILS TO 
SAVE GUIDE'S LIFE

Despite a 
blood 
transfusion 
and 
every available means at the command 
of medical science, Albert S. Powley, 
64, Aspers Route 2, died at the Annie 
M. W arner Hospital 
Friday evening 
at 7:30 o’clock of the effects of a gun­ 
shot wound in the right leg Thurs­ 
day afternoon. 
Powley is the second man to die as 
the result of an accidental shooting 
in the South Mountains during the 
present deer season, Irvin M. Jacobs, 
45, York Route 4, having succumbed 
in the Chambersburg Hospital, Thura- 
day afternoon. 
Powley, 
a 
guide 
for 
the York 
county 
hunting camp, w'as leading 
the sportsm en through the mountains 
in the vicinity of Pine Grove Furnace 
when the gun 
of 
Latimer 
Jacoby, 
York, 
was 
accidentally 
discharged 
when a twig caught the trigger. 
Tranfusion Futile 
The load entered the guide’s leg 
just 
above 
the 
knee, severing an 
artery and tearing much of the flesh 
I from the bone. 
The guide lost much 
I blood before he was taken to the 
office of Dr. E. A. Runyon, Benders- 
j Ville, 
w ho 
administered 
stim ulants 
and gave 
hypodermic 
injections to 
strengthen the m an’s ebbing vitality. 
When Powley was admitted to the 
hospital here, about an hour after 
the accident, his pulse was almost im ­ 
perceptible and his respiration very 
slow. Physicians worked valiantly to 
build up the m an’s weakened physical 
condition, and 
a 
blood transfusion 
was decided upon as probably the only 
means of saving his life. 
H. C. Steitz, of York, a member of 
the camp, veteran of the World War, 
w’ho had given blood before for trans­ 
fusions, was accepted and early Fri-

Most of your motor ill>, experts 
say, are 
due 
to 
ignition
